NATIVES FAIL TO SEE ADVANTAGE 


The Situation Is ‘Thoroughly in the 
Grasp of General Otis—The Main 
Body of Filipinos Is in 
Pull Retreat to the 

i Hills. , 


Manila, February 8.—10 a, m.—Lieutenant 


A. L. ford, company I, Twentieth Kan- 
eas infantry, and a private of that com- 
pany, were killed and six other members 
of the regiment were wounded near Cal- 
oocan last evening while reconnoitering. 
The party was in a jungle, when it was 
attacked by the enemy. 


Two companies of the Kansas regi- 
ment were sent to the relief of their 
comrades and drove the Filipinos into 
Caloocan, penetrating to the very heart 
of the town. Meanwhile, the gun- 
boats shelled the suburbs. 


General Otis finally recalled the troops, 
but the natives, misunderstanding the re- 
treat, failed to take advantage of it. The 
outskirts of the town were burned. 

The Americans, as this dispatch is sent, 
are in complete control of the situation 
within a radius of nine miles from Manla. 
Their lines extending to Malabon, on the 
north, and to Paranaque, on the south, are 
“gully twenty-five miles long. 

While a few detached bodies of the en- 
emy still offer desultory opposition, the 
main body of the rebels is in full retreat 
and utterly routed. 

There are many indications that Manila 
is full of desperadoes, who had intended 
to co-operate with Aguinaldo. The police 
are continually capturing men and women 
with weapons concealed in their clothing. 

_The vigilance of the authorities in this re- 
spect is highly reassuring. ] 

‘Last Saturday about midnight two Eng- 
lishmen accidentally encountered a gang of 
armed natives in a dark side street. The 
natives, fearing discovery, imprisoned them 
until morning and threatened to kll them 
unless they maintained silence. 

Attempts To Assassinate Officers. 
Many native clerks employed by mercan- 
tile houses are missing. As it is impossi- 
ble that they should have passed the lines, 
the inference is that they are in hiding in 
the city. 

Several attempts were made to assassin-. 
ate Americans on the streets, but that dan 
ger is now at a minimum. The natives 
are terribly cowed, and the precautions 
taken, especially against incendiarism, are 
admirable. 

The rebels, who have been swept in 
every direction like pheasants in a battue, 
die by the hundreds in the trenches, for 
the most part passively, except the Ygo- 
rotes, who charge desperately and uselessly. 

The rebel prisoners declare that the 
outposts fired, and then every body fol- 
lowed in accordance with a sort of gen- 
eral understanding. 

Of the hordes of troops originally drawn 
up in battle array against the Americans, 
fully one-third are already incapacitated, 
and the others are scattered in every di- 
rection. 

Rebel Losses Terrible. 

The terrible loss of the rebels 
gathered from the fact that one hundred 
and sixty of them were buried in one rice 
field on Monday, near Pasas, and that 
eighty-seven were interred between Paco 
and Santa Ana. 

& converted river gunboat did terrible 
execution among the rebels, sweeping b¢ th 
banks of the river with her gatling guns 
and her heavier battery. Hundreds of Fili- 
pinos undoubtedly crawled into the cane- 
brakes and died there. 

The Americans are working nobly in their 
efforts to find the wounded and are bring- 
ing hundreds of Suffering rebels to the hos- 
pitals for treatment. The natives are un- 
able to understand the humane motives

Washington, D. C., February 7.—(Specia'.) 
There is a strong probability that the house 
will not take action upon the report of the 
judiciary committee which declares that 
General Wheeler, Colonels Campbell ani 
Colson afd Major Robbins vacated their 
seats in congress when they accepted com- 
missions in the army. 

If action is taken at all, it wiii be during 
the closing days of.the session, and will 
have no effect other than as a precedent 
for further action. 

In the few weeks remaining before the 
present congress expires by limitation, there 
would not be an opportunity for whe elec- 
tion of successors to these gentlemen if 
their seats were to be formally declared ya- 
cant, and the present programme of the 
house leaders is that there sha'' either be 
no action at all or that this action sha!]_ Ke 
delayed until the closing hours uf the ses- 
sion. 

None of these gentlemen has drawn dou- 
ble pay, so their double services has hurt 
nobody. Of the four, Colonel Campbell is 
with his Illinois regiment in Cuba, the other 
three are here looking after the jaterests of 
their constituents, just as if tney had not 
been in the army. General Wheeler 1s, how- 
ever, the only one of the three who retuins 
his commission in the army, Colonel Colson’s 
Kentucky regiment having been mustered 
out, and Colone] Robbins has been given an 
honorable discharge from his duties as a 
staff officer. 

Got the “‘Double Cross.” 

Major Robbin’s case is, by the Way, some- 
what peculiar. While all of the other cases 
have been somewhat dwarfed by that of 
General Wheeler, because of his unique 


j personality and more prominent command, 


Major Robbins really suffers more for his 
patriotism than any of the others. He 
served in congress up to adjournment, then 
thinking his experience with the Pernsyl- 
vania National Guard might make him of 
value to the govérnment, he volunteered for 
staff duty. He accepted. a commission, but 
drew no pay; and he did give excellent 


service. . |

came on. The major is a Pennsylvania re- 
publican and ought to have learned, from 
the experience of others in his state, to put 
no faith in men. But he did. He entrusted 
his political fortunes to a ‘“‘trusty lieuten- 
ant’”’ of the stripe so familiar to Pennsyl- 
vania politics, and that ‘‘trusty’’ gentleman 
proceeded to do him. The first news the 
major got from his convention was that it 
had proved to be somebody else’s conven- 


tion, and his chances for membershiy in the , 


next congress had been eliminated. 

Then he came back to Washington and 
found that, in return for hts patriotism, he 
had lost—technically, if not yet actually—his 
seat in the present congress. 

A Legal Matter, Entirely. 

This does look hard, but, of course, the 
whole thing is simply a matter of law—of 
the meaning of the constitution. All efforts 
to make it appear that anybody was in- 
spired, ‘by personal feelings or animosities, 
to raise the point against General [Wheeler 
and colleagues are unwarranted and un- 
just. The judiciary committee was, I un- 
derstand, practically a unit on the proposi- 
tion that these men who accepted commis- 
sions in the army had by that act forfeited 
their seats in congress. It is purely a 
matter of constitution and the law, and it 
is perhaps ‘well it should have been decided 
now, so that there will be a definite prece- 
dent for the future. 

Wheeler and the New Congress. 

Of course, this decision does not affect 
the next congress. General Wheeler, for in- 
stance, may, if he desires to do so, resign 
the commission he holds in the army just 
before the new congress convenes and could 
then qualify as a member of that congress. 
What he is going to do, the little general 
has not said. If the president decides to 
offer him a commission as major general 
in the regular army, as many of General 
Wheeier’s friends and the president's have 
urged him to do, I believe the gallant little 
ex-confederate will be glad to end his days 
in the blue uniform which he loves so dear- 
ly; if, however, he is not offered such a 
commission, he will probably resign in time 
to qualify as a member of the new congress.

No Vote Is Reached in the Senate Upon 
the McEnery Resolution, Declar- 
ing Policy of the United 
States After Two Hours’ 

Debate. | 


Washington, February 7.—For two hours 
or more the senate today had the resolu- 
tion declaratory of a policy of this gov- 
ernment in the Philippines under discus- 
sion, but no vote was reached and the res- 
olution went finally to the calendar. 

Senator Tillman addressed the senate 
upon the resolution, making a character- 
istic and picturesque argument. He main- 
tained that a clear, explicit and direct res- 
olution ought to be adopted, and not one 
that was meaningless and inconsequential. 
He predicted that dire nesults would follow 
the ratification of the treaty, unless the 
United States treated the Filipinos with ab- 
solute firmness and gave them self gov- 
ernment, . 

“The first thing that strikes me,’’ said

He said that never in his legislative expe- 
rience had he heard so many speeches 
against a proposition followed by so many 
votes in favor of. the proposition. To his 
mind dt indicated that certain senators had 
yielded to pressure. The ratification of the 
treaty had determined the fact that in 
law the Filipinos were rebels against the 
United States. If they fired on our flag 
they would be regarded as rebels.

The debate for the day on the McEnery 
resolution was concluded by Mr. Lodge in 
a brief speech, in the course of which he 
stated some of the facts relating to the 
insurrdction in (the Philippines against 
Spain. He explained that the insurrection 
was led by Aguinaldo and other chiefs and 
had been put down practically by the 
Spanish government. 

The Spanish officials entered into an 
agreement with Aguinaldo by which he was 
to withdraw from the revolution in consid- 
eration of certain reforms and a large sum 
of money. In a perfectly characteristic 
manner the Spaniards, as they did with the 
Cubans, failed to keep their promises as 
to reforms and paid Aguinaldo only half 
of the money promised him.

Washington, FeLruary 7.—(Special.)\—Some 
interesting facts that have escaped gen- 
éral attention are embodied in a letter 
which Chairman Jones, of the democratic 
national committee, hag just given out for 
publication.

Mr. Carnegie’s only condition Its that the 
city shall provide a site for the building and 
appropriate not less than $5,000 annually 
for the new library’s maintenance. He de- 
sires the institution to be free to the public, 
but leaves the details to the city to ar- 
range. 

President Mitchell and all the directors 
present, Messrs. Kelley, J. R. Nutting, W. 
M. Scott, T. H. Martin, Frank Weldon, 
Walter Cooper, A. A. Mayer and Robert 
Alston, expressed their neartiest apprecia- 
tion of the magnificent offer, and it was the 
sense of all present that the Young Men's 
Library should co-operate to the fullest 
with the city authorities in carrying out Mr. 
Carnegie’s ideas, and build for Atlanta and 
the south an institution on the broadest 
lines. 

The Young Men's Library owns a valua- 
ble site at the corner of Marietta and Cone 
streets, one block west of the postoffice. 
It has 30,000 volumes, valued at $35,000, and 
it has more than $12,000 in money loaned 
out. It is believed that the 30 members 
of the library association will all be glad to 
merge their library with the new one and 
call it the Carnegie Free Library. The 
association will no doubt either give its site 
to the new library or sell or exchange for 
another site, should a change in the loca- 
tion be considered desirable. The associa- 
tion’s funds will also no doubt be made 
available for the purchase of new books, 
and thus give to the new library a spiendid 
collection to begin with. 

The Library’s Good Work. 

In the past the Young Men's Ligrary has 
been run on the broadest lines compatible 
with its funds. There has never been any 
public aid for it and the members have had 
to support it entirely. While books have 
not been issued to non-members, the public 
has enjoyed the use of them in the reading 
rooms. The pupils of the High echoois are 
afforded every facility for study at the 


‘ library, and the librarian, Miss Anne Wal- 


lace, has encouraged the boys and girls to 
patronize it. 

Messrs. Kelley, Nutting and Martin, the 
original committee appointed to confer with 
the city council, will officially present Mr. 
Carnegie’s offer to the municipal body at

Jchn Dillon ‘Announces at the Session 
His Resignation as Leader of Irish 
Parliamentary Party—Reply 
to the Queen’s Speech 
Is Moved. 


London, February 7.—The queen's speech 
was read at the opening of parliament this 
morning. 

She felicitates ther people on England’s 
continued friendly relations with. the pow- 
ers, refers to the successful campaign in 
Egypt, mentions the czar’s disarmament 
scheme, recommends measures for prevent- 
ing the recurrence of the plague in India 
and outiines forthcoming legislation. 

A majority of both houses assembled just 
before 2 p. m., when the rock rod, General 
Sir Michael’ Biddulph, came from the house 
of lords, and with the usual ceremony, 
summoned the commons to the house of 
lords for the purpose of hearing the queen’s 
speech read by the’lord chancellor, the earl 
of Hatsbury. 

Both thouses then adjourned until 4 p. m. 

When the session was resumed at 4 o’clock 
the house was crowded. After the new 
members had takeyg the customary oath, 
the speaker, the Right Hon. William Court 
Gully, read the queen's speech, and Josylin 
Bagot, conservative, moved the address in 
reply to the speech. 

Mr. Bagot, in moving the reply, said he 
was pleased to note “that the bonds of 
mutual interest and kinship between this 
country and America have, by recent events 
been drawn closer.” He added: 


. “An alliance between the two great Eng- 
lish-s peoples need not necessarily 
be one ense or defense, but might be 

one that would be admirably fitted to lead 

the nations of the svorid in the direction of. 
civilization and progress.’ 

(Cheers.) 


The Hon. William Frederick Danvers 
Smith, conservative, seconded the address 
and the new liberal leader, the Right Hon. 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannockman, member 
for the Stirling district of Scotland, re- 
plied. Among other things he said that the 
prospect of an Anglo-Saxon union tended 
toward the stability of peace. 

Arthur J. Balfour, first lord of the treas- 
ury, and government leader in the house, 
replied to Sir Henry Campbell-Bannock- 
man’s criticisms of the government’s policy. 

Neither speech contained any points of 
speciaj interest, though both dealt largely 
with the relations between Great Britain 
and France, Mr. Balfour remarking that 
there was no reason why the present peace- 
ful relations should not be permanent. 

Dillon Gives Up Leadership. 

At a meeting this afternoon of the anti- 
Parnellite members of parliament, John Dil- 
lon, chairman of the Irish parliamentary 
party, announced his resignation of the 
leadership, his motive being expectation 
that the Irish national convention to be 
held in March will come to a new arrange- 
ment for securing the unity of the nation- 
alist party. 7 

When the session of the house of lords 
was resumed there was a large attendance. 
The duke of Bedford moved the address in 
reply to the' queen’s speech and the earl 
of Cawlor seconded the motion. The duke 
of Pedford, in the course of his remarks, 
cordially referred to the growing friendly 
reiations between the United States and 
Great Britain. 

The earl of Kimberly, the liberal leader, 
made a speech in which he asked for fur- 
ther information regarding the  govern- 
ment’s intention in the Soudan and in 
China and regarding the czar’s disarma- 
ment proposals. His lordship also referred 
with great satisfaction fm the meeting of 
_ the Venezuelan arbitrators in Paris. 

The premier, Lord Salisbury, followed 
Lord Kimberly and referred at length to 


China. He said the policy of her majesty's 


government did not contemplate.the acqul- 
sition of territory in Chima or the dismem- 
berment of the Chinese empire. The destiny 
of China, his lordship added, was as impos- 
sible to foretell as it was to reveal what 
was occurring in a certain room within a 


certain palace at Peking. All that her ma- 
jesty’s government was concerned with at 
_ present was to see that the treaties are

If by humane legislation 
we could also diminish the horrors of war 
we would render an immeasurable service 
to humanity. Meanwhile we must’ follow 
the example of other nations and be pre- 
pared for war. I do. not believe this is im- 
minent, but the causes of war still subsist: 
and while doing our best in the blessed mis- 
sion of peace we must maintain the position 
of security which generations have given 
us and which we hope to keep.”’ 


Lord Salisbury remarked that he fre- 
quently envied a nation possessiog a com- 
mittee of foreign relations like the United 
States—a committee which could secretly 
receive explanations that ministers were 
only too glad to give. But as Great Brit- 
ain was without that feature of parliamenm 
tary government it would be impossible for 
him to give the noble lord (earl of Kim- 
berly) all the information he desired regard- 
ing foreign affairs. The agreement between 
Germany and Great Britain, however, was 
of a character favorable,to friendship be- 
tween the two nations and to the right of 
all concerned, as well as to the peace of the 
world. But he (the premier) would not be 
doing his duty if he gave further details 
as to the stipulations which for the present 
required no action on the part of Great 
Britain. 

The address was then agreed to.

Unfortunate for Filipinos That They 
Cannot Appreciate a Humane 
Policy, of Government. | 


Washington, February 7.—There is a 
unity of opinion among both army and navy 
officers. in the two departments as to the 
need of an immediately aggressive campaign 
on the part of American forces in the Phil- 
ippines. 

Without exception the hope is expressed 
that General Otis will be given a free hand 
to follow up the blow against the Filipinos 
who have violated the truce and give them 
a salutary chastisement, while the memory 
of their Saturday defeat is still fresh in 
mind. 

One officer, who has done as much Indian 
campaigning as almost any man in the de- 
partment, said today in discussing the ecit- 
uation: - 


“Every day that is lost in following up | 


the blow at the insurgents means an edded 
ten men to the American death ist when 
the final summing up of the Philippine sit- 
uation is made. 

“The Philippine natives are ike all half- 
Savage people, they are governed in their 
own aggression by nothing Lut a fear of he- 
ing whipped by their enemy and they can- 
not understand forbearance on the part of 
an opponent except on the theory that he is 
afraid of them. We ‘have had the same 
thing for thirty years in our own Indian 
wars, the British have had the same th'ng 
in India and Africa, and so have ail the 
Caucassain races wherever they have had 
to deal with half-civilized peoples. 

“‘We lost more men and killed more In- 
dians in the west through the mild, tem- 
porizing and supposedly humane policy of 
Successive administrations than we ever 
would have lost in a few sharp, sound 
thrashings administered in successive allo- 
pathic doses just to show the savage that 
we meant business and would whip him 
first and treat him right afterwards. 

“‘When the government abandoned the old 
milk river route, as it was called +hrough 


the northern Sioux country, and evacuated 4 


the lands to the Indians by treaty, it really 
precipitated the whole of the great Sioux 
uprising, that included the Custer mas- 
sacre. 

“This may sound harsh and prejudiced, 
but the fact was that in spite of the treaty 
and pow-vows,, the Indians thought we 
withdrew from their country because we 
were afraid of them, and they went to 
Lurning abandoned military stations, and as 
there was nobody to stop them and nobody 
cared whether they burned them or not, 
they went from that to the warpath and 
commenced wiping out settlements outside 
their concession. 

“The case is just the same today in the 
Philippines. It is unfortunate for them that 
the natives cannot understand a humane 
policy on the part Of this goverrfment or 
that we intend to deal honestly with them. 
Forbearance on our part now simply means 
to them that we are afraid of them, and 
the quicker we whip them and disabuse 
their minds, the sooner we can enter on an 
era of peaceful reconstruction and reform.’’

A special train from Le- 
banon conveyed Dr. Weiss, the republican 
nominee for senator, and a large party of 
his adherents. Senator J. Bayard Henry, 
of Philadelphia, was «chairman; Genator 
Flynn, of Pittsburg, said he was charged 
with running a machine in Pittsburg him- 
self, but that if it was like the Quay state 
machine, it would not stand for a day.

They did not agree 
with him that the revolution could be re- 
vived. Finally the Filipinos again jeined 
hands with Aguinaldo and new life was 
breathed into the insurrection. 

Mr. Lodge explained that so long as the 
Spanish. fleet was in the harvor, the in- 
surgents were absolutely unable to make 
any impression upon the Spanish forces in 
the city of Manila, which was ine seat of 
Spanish power on the islands. Mr. Lodge 
explained that our forces were in Manila, 
in thorough accordance with the laws of 
war: we succeeded to the soveccignty cf 
Spain. We had never by any act sought 
to oppress the people of those islands. 

Took Kindness for Timidity. 
Their oppression, said he, has existed 
solely in. the speeches that have been 
delivered in the senate of the United 

States, but like all orientals, they mis- 

took kindness for timidity. 

Further along Mr. Lodge, speaking cf the 
restraints placed upon the American forces 


in the Philippines, said: 

“Stringent orders have gone from_ the 
president to General Otis and Admiral Dew- 
ey to exercise the greatest care in their 
treatment of the Filipinos and not by word 
or deed to provoke them. A fortnight ago 
General Otis, in accordance with orders 
received from the administration, officially 
informed Aguinaldo that he had no inien- 
tion of making an attack upon the Filipino 
troops. 

“What encouraged them to make the at- 
tack I do not know. I do know that the 
representative of the Filipinos here fled 
to Canada before the attack was made. He 
knew, or I believe he knew, that the attack 
was to be made and believed it desirapvle 
that he should fiy. The attack was made 
and it was met as American soldiers and 
American sailors always meet such at- 
tacks. While these people are in arms 
against us it is no time for us to meet 
them with promises and extraordinary p1o- 
testations of good faith. We must meet 
them in the same way that they attack wus,” 

Mr. Lodge concluded by reiterating his 
Statement that it was his belief that the 
Filipinos had made a preconcerted and pre- 
arranged attack upon our troops at Manila, 
for the purpose of influencing action upon 


the treaty. 
Mason Asks Early Vote. 

Mr. Mason, of Iiinois, in giving notice 
that he would use his every effort to secure 
an early vote upon the resolution, said that 
he did not consider the appropriation bills 
of so great importance as the passage of 
the resolution. He declared that an agree- 
ment ‘had been entered into in which many 
of the senators were not parties to, where- 
by the resolution was to be voted upon 
yesterday. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, inquired as to 
when that agreement was made. 

Mr. Mason replied that he had said it was 
not made in open senate, but it was dis- 
tinctly understood by some senators to 


| have been made. 


Mr. Tillman: “If the senator from IIli- 
nois does not get a vote.on the resolution 
then he will think he has been bunkoed.”’ 

“Yes, I will,” replied Mr. Mason. 

He then indicated his purpose fd force 
the senate to carry out the engagement of 
certain senators to vote upon the resolu- 
tion if that were possible. 

The Indian appropriation bill was then 
proceeded with. When the committee 
amendments to that part of the bill pro- 
viding funds for Indian schools was reach- 
ed, Mr. Gallinger, of New Hampshire, ob- 
jected to the committee amendment provid- 
ing for contract schools. He was opposed 
to appropriating public money for secta- 
rian schools. He regarded it as a Very per- 
nicious practice. 

Mr. Allison, in charge of the bill, said he 
thought this would be the last appropria- 
tion for sectarian schools. 

The committee amendment was agreed ts 
and the bill then went over until tomorrow. 

The senate went into executive session 
and afterwards adjourned.

ELECTION FOR BONDS 


WAS NOT ORDERED 


’ Bibb County Commissioners Refused Te 
Kutherize an Election. 


TWO REGIMENTS WILL LEAVE 


. Third Engineers Goes to Cuba and the 
Second Ohio Will Be Mustered.Out. 


BIG BALL TEAMS TO PRACTICE IN MACON 


Brooklyn and Baltimore Teams Will 
Probably Go to the @entral City 
for Spring Practice. 


Macon, Ga., February 7.—(Special.)—There 
came near being a bloody conflict this af- 
ternoon between the police and. the negro 
Provost guard of the Seventh immunes and 
megro soldiers of the Tenth immunes, on 
Fourth street, in front of the union passen- 
ger depot and the Brown house. 

The negro soldiers endeavored to incite 
@ riot, and gave violent resistance to the 
police. The affair created great excitement 
thicughout the city, and collected great 
throngs of people. The action of the provost 
guard and the other negro soldiers has ex- 
cited high indignation. It was a miracle 
that there was not a general exchange of 
shots and many killed. 

The trouble started by the arrest cf a 
negro soldier of the Tenth immunes, named 
Frank Smith. The arrest was malic by 
Pol.ceman Cassidy, in Henry Hammond's 
saloon, on Fourth street. Smi:h was ¢€x- 
ceedingly turbulent and Hammond had to 
summon the policeman. While Fo.iceman 
Cassidy was taking Smith .o ihe alarm box 
to ring out the patrol wagon, three cther 
negro soldiers, also members of the Tenth 
immunes, endeavored to take Smith from 
the officer. First Lieutenant Murphey and 
Police Detective Clarke and Policeman 
Fretwell came to the rescue and arrested 
the three soldiers who were interfering. 

They Stop the Patrol Wagon. 

Smith was placed in che patrol wagen 
ax! about this time <he negro provest 
guard of eight soldiers, with toaded gins 
and fixed bayorfets, in charge of a negro 
lieuterant, came up and pointing the'r guns 
at the three policemen, forcibly took tiree 
of the negro soldier prisoners from the ;o- 
licemen, 

In the trouble that followed w large mus- 
Cuia’? negro corporal of the Tenth immune;:, 
named J. T. Jackson, engaged in a desper- 
ate struggle with Police Lieutenant Mur- 
phey to take a pistol out of Murphey’s 
hands. In the tussle the cylinder of the 
pistol was got by (Murphey and the balance 
of the weapon by the negro. 

One of the provost guard deliberately 
loaded his gun and pointed it at Murphey, 
and no doubt would have killed him had 
he not been prevented by parties in the 
crowd. Had it not been for a Macon negro 
civilian, Police Detective Clarke might 
have been killed. ; 

When the provost guard rescued the three 
negro soldier prisoners from the police- 
men they deliberately turned them loose in 
the street without even carrying them to 
provost headquarters. 

The negro Smith, who was first arrested 
by Policeman Cassidy, had been placed in 
the patrol wagon and the door locked. The 
negro provost guard leveled their guns at 
the patrol driver and declared he should not 
drive the wagon off with Smith. They 
started to break in the door of the wagon 
with the butts of their guns, but the wagon 
was finally got away with Smith in it, and 
he was carried to the police barracks and 
locked up. 

Mayor Price Assumes Control. 

Mayor Price and the chief of police rush- 
ed to the ecene as soon as they heard of 
the trouble. The mayor at once directed the 
provost guard to return to their quarters, 
which they did. At first they had a dispo- 
sition not to go, but he spoke with author- 
ity as mayor and they soon had a move on 
them. 

The presence of the mayor helped greatly 
to calm the trouble and the provost saw 
he meant business. There was great excite- 
ment. 

A single shot would have been the signal 
for a general fusilade, and no doubt many 
would have been killed. As the news of 
the affair spread citizens came from all 
parts of the city armed with pistols, while 
Sheriff Wescott and a number of his depu- 
ties were on thand to assist the police if 
their services had been needed. Among the 
policemen who got in the thick of the fray 
were Ed Cassidy, Herndon, Larry Flowers, 
Fretwell, Hollomon, John Travers, Plun- 
kett, Detective Clark, all of whom are of 
Lieutenant Murphey’s relief, and the lieu- 
tenant and his men rendered brave and 
splendid service. 

The chief of police directed them to be 
on the lookout for the soldiers who had 
been rescueG by the provost guard at the 
beginning of the affray, and it was not long 
before they were all under arrest and lock- 
ed up in the barracks. Considerable excite- 
ment attended some of the arrests and 
rumors flew thick and fast over the city 
that trouble between the provost guard and 
the policemen had broken out afresh, and 
this caused Fourth street to be again 
thronged with citizens. Six soldiers were 
arrested and locked up in the police bar- 
racks as the result of the trouble. They 

will be tried tomorrow before the recorder 
om the charge of inciting riot, resisting offi- 
cers and disorderly conduct. The streets 
were filled with people al] the afternoon in 
anticipation of a renewal-of the trouble.

G. Bayne, attorney for William Newman, 
of Houston county, filed a petition for 
voluntary bankruptcy in the United States 
court today. . The petition caused a great 
deal of surprise among the local merchants, 
as it was thought that Mr. Newman was 
one of the stanchest farmers in the county. 
The secured debts amount to $4,500, while 
the unsecured are $1,666. The real estate 
is valued at $1,436.

JUDGE HOLDS UP 
SALE OF PROPERTY 


City Marshal of Branswick Notifled Not 


To Sell Oglethorpe Hotel 


CASE IS AN INTERESTING ONE 


City Sued for Back Taxes and Re- 
straining Order Was Obtained. 


AMOUNT INVOLVED {IS ABOUT $5,000 


Claim Is Not Denied, but It Is Charged 
That City Over Assessed the Prop- 
erty To Raise Tax Values. 


Brunswick, Ga., February 7.—(Special.)— 
The action of the mayor and council of 
Brunswick in bringing suit against the 
Oglethorpe hotel owners for taxes, and the 
Issuing of a restraining order by Judge 
Speer, of the United States court, has 
aroused considerable interest in Brunswick. 
The city marshal has been served with nv- 
tice not to sell the property as advertised, 
and the decision of Judge Speer will not be 
given until ‘March, so for the present th- 
case will rest. 

The claim of the city is for back taxes, 
from 18% to 1898, amounting to about $5,000, 
and a suit for the same was decided in the 
city’s favor. The claim for back taxes ‘vas 
not denied by the hotel owners, but the 
claim was set up, among other things, that 
the asSesSsments on which the taxes were 
based were greatly in excess of what they 
should be. The papers in the guit before 
Judge Speer are lengthy and cvuver varivus 
points, the main ones of which seem to be 
as follows: 

The claim of the owners is that when the 
assessments were placed on the property 
for the years 1894-95-96-97-98, it was done for 
the puropse of increasing taxable values, 
in order that the city might make as large 
a Showing as possible to borrow money, 
and not for the purpose of taxation, as tne 
city authorities and the hotel owners were 
under the impression that the exemption on 
the Oglethorpe hotel property did not ex- 
pire until the year 1898. ‘lhe assessment so 
placed on the property is ciaimed to have 
been far in excess of its value, as the pr>,- 
erty had sold in 1893 for $25,000, after having 
been liberally advertised in northern and 
western papers. The sale was not confirmed, 
however, and the property was readvertisel 
at a great expense, and sold in February, 
ten months afterwards, for $21,000. The 
property was assessed as follows: 

For 15%, $88,000; 1895, $84,250; 1896, $68,450; 
1897, $66,515; 1898, $63,176. 

The owners claim that a fair valuation of 
the property for taxation during that time 
would have been $25,000, which was the 
highest price ever offered for it. 

The exemption clause referred to in che 
petition is for seven years, in consideration 
of certain land deeded to the city by tnz 
Oglethorpe Hotel Company, for the purr<se 
of widening F street. The owners claim 
that neither themselves or the city autnaori- 
ties were aware that the exemption period 
had ceased, and that the city council uwever 
in any manner whatever notified them of 
puch, therefore they could not protest when 
the assessments were made in the yours 
gone by. They refer to a petition to arbi- 
trate and settle 'with the city on a fair valu- 
ation of assessment, but state that the city 
would not arbitrate’ on a proper basis. 

For the city’s part, a denial is made what 
the claims set up by the hotel owners are 
true, insofar as they have certain knowl- 
edge, as to certain facts, and belief as te 
others. They claim that the assessmenis 
were fair and just at the time they were 
made; that it was negligence on the part of 
the hotel owners that they did not protect 
and arbitrate them, and that it was pure 
negligence on the part of the city council 
of Brunswick that they did not notify the 
hotel owners that the taxes were due and 
the exemption period had expired. They 
claim that the hotel property cost about 
$200,000, is now ‘worth a large sum, and that 
the assessment for 1898 is a fair basis of 
valuation of the property at that time, as 
are the others for the years named. They 
also claim that the city has been injured by 
being kept out of the money for back taxes 
due, but admit that it was neglect on the 
part of_ihe city council in not discove”ing 
that the exemption period had ended. ihe 
city also claims that they offered to accept 
an arbitration on the same basis as offered 
to other tax payers for the separate years 
named, but refused to arbitrate at a valu- 
ation for 1898, as property was lower tnea 
tan for years previous. They claim that 
the state courts have sustained their points 
In the case and ask the United States court 
to also decide in their favor. Colonel W. E. 
Kay, represents the hotel owners, and City 
Attorney Owen Johnson, the mayor and 
council. 

While investigating this case, a state- 
ment of the offer made for the hotel proper- 
ty years ago by Mr. H. B. Plant was 8c- 
cured, This offer was reported to be enorm- 
ous and has grown ‘with years until now it 
is to such proportions as to startle one fa- 
miliar with the prices now set upon the 
property. The truth about that offer is now 
given the public for the first time. 

In 1895, when affairs in Brunswick were 
on the upward rise,'a rumor was afloat tnat 
Mr. Plant was going to buy the Oglethorpe 
and add it to his string of tourist hotels. 
Visionary ideas of what he was going to 
do for Brunswick were promulgdicil, and 
when the dea] fel] through, the hotel own- 
ers were blamed for not selling, and they 
were charged with running Mr. llar: away 
with high prices. As a matter of fact, the 
hotel owners received no offe> {rom Mr. 
Plant, but merely a suggestion a3 to what 
he might do. It’s conditions were such irat 
they thought it best for Bruiswick not to 
let him have the property. Ife said he 
might pay $40,000 for it, but on condition 
that they buy the entire block north of G 
street and include all chis property in the 
sale, and on the further condition trat un- 
der no circumstances would he agree to 
keep the building open as a hotel. The 
block he wanted the owners to buy was 
hel@ at something over $13,069, and this 
would have made the purchis3 price of tue 
hotel] less than $27,000. The hotel owners 
wanted the building kept opr: for the ben- 
efit of Brunswick, but they were <fraid that 
if they sold it to Mr. Plant, according to 
his suggestion, he would move his railroad 
shops into it and thus desi-oy wne of the 
handsomest and most creditab’e buildings 
in the city. Mr. Plant at no cime offered to 
buy the hotel, and the fabulous sums he is 
alleged to have been willing to pay for it 
only existed in the minds of those Jiscus- 
sing the probable deal.

House Reconsiders Its Adverse Report as 


Places Bill on Calendar. 


HAS BEEN ADOPTED BY SENATE 


Measure Received Ten More Votes. 
Than Were Necessary. 


MAY BE PLACED ON ITS PASSAGE TODAY 


Choctaw Representative Presents. a; 


Resolution Touching Church 
Work in Politics. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 7.—(Special.) 
It looks now as though the dispensary bill 
will certainly pass. Today a motion was 
made in the house to take the bill which 
had been passed by the senate and reported 
adversely by the house from the adverse re- 
port and put it on the calendar under a 
favorable report. 

There were ninety of the hundred mem- 
bers present and fifty-four votes were nec- 
essary to reverse the committee’s report. 
When the roll was called sixty-four voted 
in favor of placing the bill on the calendar 
and twenty-six against the proposition. The 
friends of the measure are exceedingly 
jubilant and are confident they have won 
the victory. 

The bill will likely be called up for pas- 
Sage on tomorrow. 

The senate spent a large part of its time 
today discussing an interesting measure, 
which was intended to enable a wife to se- 
cure a divorce from her husband on the 
ground that he failed to make reasonable 
compensation for the support of the family. 
The bill had already passed the house by 


a vote of sixty-four to nothing, but was 
defeated in the senate by a vote of six to 
eighteen. 


Representative Kelly, of Choctaw, intro- 
duced a set of resolutions in the house to- 
day which has set the fobbies humming. 
After a red hot prelude, the resolution 
reads: 

*‘Resolved by the house of representatives, 
the senate concurring, that the general as- 
sembly of Alabama ‘hereby expresses its 
condemnation of any attempt on the part of 
the church to interfére or to control the 
state or its legislation, by or through any 
religious organizations. 

*‘Resolved, further, that deep regret and 
profound sorrow is hereby expressed that 
extreme zeal and order should have caused 
so many good men to have made such 
unfortunate breaches of propriety and set 
such a baleful example for the young people 
of the state. 

“Resolved, further, that the presence in 
these lobbies of those who persistently and 
almost unceasingly annoyed members by 
their tireless persistence and insistence be- 
came a perplexing pest and exasperating 
nuisance, 

‘Resolved, further, that the etate should 
look with a jealous eye upon all efforts 
of attempted encroachment by churches, 
and it is well enougth at this time to sound 
the admonition and warning that the 
chugch should keep within the proper 
bounds of its province and purpose and not 
attempt by its ministers or representatives 
to seem to take the position that it is the 
guardian of the state or is called upon to 
make a crusade today which may be re- 
garded as a precedent to justify other and 
probably very different crusades in the fu- 
ture.’’ 

The resolutions were referred to the com- 
mittee on rules. 


EX-CONVICT HOLDS POSSE AT BAY 


Alabama Negro Assaults and Murders 
a Woman and Is Chased by Posse. 

Dadeville, Ala., February 7.—Ed Greer, a 
negro ex-convict, who has but recently 
served out a sentence in the penitentiary 
for an assault with attempt to rape, is 
supposed to have made a similar assault 
upon a negro woman two miles east of 
Dadeville early Saturday night, and then 
fired three shots into her person, one of the 
shots entering her head, and the other two 
her body, producing death. 

An alarm was soon given by the woman's 
neighbors and relatives and a hot pursuit 
followed by a hastily gathered posse and 


some dogs. 
The criminal was brought to bay In a 


large canebrake swamp, and as the pur- 
suera closed in, he shot and killed Wach 
Herd, colored, who thappened to be in 
advance. 

The party then formed a close picket line 
around the swamp and waited for the sher- 
iff, who left Dadeville early yesterday 
morning with a posse of white citizens, 
armed with winchesters and shotguns. The 
swamp is too damp and wet to burn off, 
and it is thought that if an attempt is 
made to force the negro out other deaths 


will follow.

The $10,000 which Atlanta has pledged 
for the carrying on of the state fair 
Should be subscribed at once. 

The money thus advanced for the pur- 
pose of holding a etate exhibition will 
really be but a loan which will be large- 
ly liquidated upon the completion of 
the fair. The citizens’ committee has 
appointed Messrs. J. W. English, T. B. 
(Neal and R. J. Lowry trustees for all 
the moneys which will come in through 
tthe gate. This money will be used for 
the purpose of paying the expenses, the 
premiums and, as far as it will go, the 
subecribers to the stock which is thus 
sought to be raised. Previous experi- 
ence has developed that there can be no 
doubt about a two weeks’ fairin the city 
of Atlanta making fully this much 
money, so that it will be seen that those 
who will subscribe to the fund wiJl not 
be making donations, because they are 
certain to get back a large percentage, 
if indeed, not all of the amount of their 
subscriptions. 

But without this inducement Atlanta 
wes it to herself to furnish this much 
money for the purpose of securing the 
fair. ‘The occasion will be one of great 
benefit to Atlanta as well as to the state, 


and it will be well worth the expendi~ 


ture of even a much larger sum than 
is asked for it. 

When the gentlemen appointed call 
upon our citizens for subscriptions they 
should be met liberally and in the true 
‘Atlanta spirit. 


The Constitution agrees with ex-Gov- 
ernor Northen that a state fair—a typi- 
cal state fair—at which all fhe material 
and industrial resources of the state 
are exhibited is of more benefit to the 
people of the state than any of the bie 
expositions which of late years have 
taken the place of the fairs that used to 
be held in Georgia. 

What we desire to see here next fall 
is a fair in which every county in the 
state has something on exhibition, and 
to this end those who have the matter 
in charge will undoubtedly work. The 
acceptance of the chairmanship of the 
joint local committee by Governor Nor- 
then is an assurance of success. No 
man in the state is so closely in touch 
with the industrial and material re- 
sources of the state. Since he left the 
executiv6 chair Governor Northen has 
been doing a grand work in behalf of 
Georgia. “He knows Georgia,” said a 
prominent farmer not long ago, ‘‘as well 
as.I know my turnip patch.” It is for- 
tunate indeed—fortunate for the inter-

To this end every interest to be bene- 
fited by the fair will cordially co-oper- 
ate and work with harmonious energy. 

If all of Georgia’s resources are 
represented, as they should be, and as 
they must be, the state fair will be a 
very large one; but it will not be as un- 
wieldy and as confusing as one of our 
modern expositions. ‘There will be a 
unity, a homoOgeneousness about it that 
will appeal to the eye as well as to the 
understanding. Though the fair will be 
a large one, it will still be a home af- 
fair. It will represent the resources of 
Georgia and the energy and enterprise 
of Georgians. It will be a sort of re- 
union of old friends and acquaintances. 
Farmers of one section will meet those 
of a different section, and the inter- 
change of views and ideas will be of 
vast benefit in hundreds of ways. 

As Governor Northen suggests, the 
farmers, the manufacturers, and the 
people of the state generally will be 
brought into closer touch with one an- 
other. The farmer in one part of the 
state will hear of the methods practiced 
and the economies employed by farmers 
in other parts; one county will learn 
how another county is forging ahead; 
and the manufacturers will discover 
what progress their competitors are 
making in meeting the tastes and fan- 
cies of the various markets.

homes where receivers are so ingenious- 
ly adapted as to permit the members 
of the family to sit around the fire and 
listen to the news of the day being fired 
into their ears without the trouble or 
inconvenience of reading a daily news- 
paper. Advertisements are interspersed 
between the news items, while musical 
selections vary the monotony of the 
day’s edition. Whenever the subscrib- 
er becomes tired of such gossip, he oper- 
ates a small switch which breaks con- 
nection with the central office. 

Ours is a marvelous age, one whose 
every day features discount the miracles 
and wonders of previous eras. Were 
it possible that Adam could revisit the 
earth today, there is little doubt that 
he would fail to recognize his old -place 
of habitation, and inquire amazedly 
what new and strange planet he had 
been dumped upon. 


Mr. Carnegie’s Magnificent Gift. 

Atlanta has never before been the re- 
cipient of so magnificent a gift as that 
which is now offered it by Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie. 

Through Mr. W. M. Kelley, southern 
sales agent for the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany of Pittsburg, Mr. Carnegie offers 
$100,000 in cash to the city of Atlanta 
for the building of a library which will 
be a benefit and a monument to the city 
for all time to come! 

The only condition which this benevo- 
lent gentleman exacts is that the city 
shall furnish a site for the proposed 
building and contribute a fund of main- 
tenance, amounting to $5,000 per annum, 
to the library. : 

In discussing so remarkable a gift 
from one who is a stranger to our city, 
there is a loss of words with which to 
express admiration for the motives 
which have led to the gift and-.for the 
good which it will do in the ages to 
come. The Constitution some time ago 
had occasion to quote the remark of Mr. 
Carnegie that it was the duty of every 
rich man to be the administrator upon 
his own possessions. In other words, 
Mr. Carnegie had ascended to a plane 
far above the mere struggle for money 
getting and money holding, and had 
reached that philosophic condition in 
which he regarded every man but the 
steward appointed by God for the tal- 
ents and the opportunities which God 
had permitted to come to him. Against 
such a doctrine there could never rise 
one word of complaint, and under its 
influence there could be no conflict be- 
‘tween capital and labor, because hos- 
tility of interest would be replaced by 
the charity of duty. ‘That Mr. Carne- 
gie has mastered this great science by 
which men’s true relations should be 
gauged must be to him a source of in- 
finite comfort, and make of his wealth 
a heaven for the opportunity which it 
gives him of being useful, not only to 
those of his own generation, but to those 
men who are yet to be born and whose 
lives will keep his influence constantly 
in motion, 

‘The condition which Mr. Carnegie ex- 
acts is one which, happily, is easy or 
fulfillment. We already have in the 
city a public library association, which 
for thirty years has performed an ad- 
mirable service to the community. Year 
after year enterprising and energetic 
young men have worked and labored ‘to 
keep this institution alive, and have 
got together a sufficient fund with 
which to be now in possession of a valu- 
able site and a building. As the associ- 
ation is one which does not exist for 
profit, and which will see its culmina- 
tion more easily reached through Mr. 
Carnegie’s gift, it will find no difficulty 
in surrendering its site for the enlarge- 
ment of.the very purpose for which it 
has been strugghng these thirty years 
past. 

It is also a coimcidence that but six 
weeks ago, when Mayor Woodward was 
inaugurated, he touched upon the neces- 
sity of public library accommodation 
as a public duty, and urged some steps 
to be taken by which a great public li- 
brary could be established in Atlanta.

Carnegie’s gift a certainty, with the re- 
quired site equally as certain, and with 
the very small maintenance fund which 
he asks from the city, there can be no 
doubt whatever that a magnificent 
public library is already an assured fact, 
and that Atlanta will ever have occasion 
to honor the memory of Andrew Carne- 
gie.

| NOTABLE STATE FAIRS 
HELD IN ATLANTA 


Our coming state.fair will be a surprise 
to a great many people. 

It will attract attention beyond our bor- 
ders, and cheap excursions will bring big 
crowds from other states. 

The fact is, Atlanta fs a recognized cen- 
ter for conventions, expositions and fairs. 
It is the most accessfble point in the south, 
and is within easy reach of the richest 
and most thickly populated localities in 
this region. 

Every state fair held here in the past 
was a brilliant success from every essential 
point of view. 


About forty years ago the State Agricul- 
tural Society decided to hold a fair here, 
and the Atlantians went to work with 
their usual enthusiasm. and puwolic spirit 
to make it a notable event. 

At that time our city had a popuiation 
of between ten and twelve thousar.4. Ho- 
tel and boarding house ac:omm lations 
were on a limited scale, vf course, DUT the 
people were hospitable and ready to open 
their houses to strangers. 

The lack of transportation was the 
greatest drawback. We had only four rail- 
ways then, an@ some of the m wt pre duc- 
tive sections of the state were many mies 
away from the regular lines of travel. 


Scores of counties {n the locaiities now 
reached by the Southern railway and its 
numerous branches found it tvo difficult 
and expensive to send exhibits to Atilarta. 

Only those counties bordering on the 
Western and Atlantic, the Central, the 
Georgia and the Atlanta and West Point 
enjoyed convenient and cheap fac ilities for 
transporting their exhibits to the Gate 
City. The railways in the remote parts 
of the state did not feel much interest 
in the matter, and did not care to fut 
themselves tO any extra trouble. 

But the people of Atlanta were rroud 


their pockets whenever a public enterprise 
needed help. 

There were no millionaires here in those 
days, but there were liberal business men, 
like Beach and Root, Rawson, the Dodds, 
Seago, Jack Wallace, Richard Peters, Mc- 
Pherson, Richards, Abbott, Ryan, Orme, 
Lynch, McCaslin, the Willlams brothers, 
Jonathan Norcross, John Silvey, Havden, 
Dunning, Healy, Berry, Winship, ‘Pitts, 
Dr. Joseph Thompson, George Adair, R. 
F. Maddox, J. W. Rucker and many 


others. 
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The money required was quickly raised. 
The next thing in order was to set the 
f#*mers interested. 

It was impossible to do anything in many 
counties at a distance, but Floyd, Bartow, 
Cobb, DeKalb, Newton, Morgan, Bibb. Cow- 
eta, Troup, Muscogee, Greene, Risrmend, 
Henry and several others made extracrdi- 
nary efforts to be creditably repr¢ercented. 

Money was comparatively easy to get 
at that period, because under the old state 
banking system every solvent farmer could 
readily borrow any reasonanle smount from 
the nearest local bank. 

Farmers were in debt then, just as they 
are now, but they were not oppressed by 
their creditors. Every man hai a fair field 
ana a fighting chance, 

So the proposed fair became a fact. It 
was held on rough and unsigntly looking 
grounds in the eastern part of the city. 
There was little money spent on orna- 
mentation. The buildings were cheap and 
common. There were no lawns, no flowers, 
no lakes, nothing to please the eye. 

We had no street cars. People rode to 
the grounds in such conveyances as they 
coulda find or walked the dusty, unpaved 
streets, 

Atlantians wondered where the crowds 
came from. Hosts of strang?°*s were pres- 
ent, and the attractions of she cccasion 
delighted everybody. 

Forty years ago Georgia 
farmers, famous housekeepers, progessive 
manufacturers, ingenious ‘nventors and 
many rich men who owned ‘fine horses and 
cattle. These classes were well re, resent- 
ed, and the visitors saw ‘iore than they 
expected,

Besides his fine stock, Colonel Richard 
Peters had a young buffalo on exh itition, 
probably the first one ever s@en in At- 
lanta, ; 

That grand old man, Colonel Mark A. 
Cooper, was present, and delivered 4 prac- 
tical speech which seemed to deeply im- 
press his hearers. Colonel Robert Cowart 
was a prominent figure, and crowds col- 
lected around him to hear him talk. 

Numerous cadets from the ‘“deovrgia Mili- 
tary institute at Marietta were on the 
grounds, and their uniforms made them 
objects of special interest to the young 
ladies. 

I don’t know whether the fair made or 
lost money.

About Missouri.

The southeastern corner of Missouri pro- 
jects between thirty and forty miles south 
of the general southern boundary of the 
state. The southern line of Pemiscot and 
Duncan counties is the thirty-sixth degree 
of north latitude. The south line of Ken- 
tucky lies along north latitude thirty-six 
degrees and thirty minutes; the southern 
boundary of Virginia is on north latitude 
thirty-six degrees and thirty-one minutes. 
This portion of Missouri is, therefore, fur- 
ther south than the state line of either Ken- 
tucky or Virginia. 


In Regard to Coal. 
Where is the largest coal field on the globe 
located? In China or the United ws ag 


Atlanta, Ga. R. ‘ 
The largest coal fleld in the world is in 


the Chinese province of Hunan. Baron von 
Richthofen, who investigated the mineral 
wealth of China, reported that the whole of 
the southeastern part of the province of 
Hunan may be called one great coal field, 
covering in all some 21,700 square miles. 
Over large areas of this the coal measures 
are visible on the surface, and a good pro- 
portion of the coal is of excellent qual- 
ity. Hunan also produces iron, copper, sil- 
ver, quicksilver, tin, lead and gold. As to 
the latter mineral, there are sixty-four lc- 
calities where gold is to be found, and in 
some the mines are indisputably rich. The 
same minerals are found in Shansi, which 
in proportion to its area has probably the 
largest and most easily workable coal field 
of any region in the globe. At the present 
rate of consumption the 'world could be sup- 
plied with coal from Shansi for 10,000 years. 


Whalebone. 

Have you any information bearing upon 
the manner in which whalebone is prepared 
for the market? WwW. P. W. 

Most of our crude whalebone is landed at 
San Francisco and shipped eastward to be 
distributed at the various centers. Before 
leaving the Pacific coast the bone is split, 
sorted according to color and tied into 
bundles. After splitting the pieces are 
called ‘‘stalks’”’ or ‘“‘slabs.~ These are from 
three to twelve feet in length and weigh 
from five to twenty-five pounds each. When 
received by the manufacturer each ‘‘slab’’ 
is fringed with strong, glossy black hair, 
which possesses a market value of its own 
for brushes. After this is removed the 
“slabs’’ are treated to a steam bath and 
then are ready to be split into “shell’’ or 
‘“‘grain’’ bone, and finally cut into stays, 
whip stocks, aigrettes and ihe like. 


How To Make Gloves. 

Can you give me some data relative to 
the methods which are used at present in 
the manufacture of gloves i: ‘ee 

Fort Worth, Tex. 

In the manufacture of modern gloves 
the operator, having cut the leather, folds 
it over so that the back is larger than the 
front. Then he makes three cuts through 
the doubled pieces, so that it may produce 
the back and front for the four fingers. 
Next an ovoid hole is cut for the insertion 
of the thumpb-piece. Before completing the 
work on the first and fuvuvth fingers, jong 
strips, or gussets, are sewn on the inner 
side, but in the second and third fingers 
gussets are sewn on both sides. Afterwards 
small diamond-shaped pieces are cut, fitted 
and sewn at the interdigital folds, or base 
of the fingers. The ornamental embroidery 
is then stitched on the back, the buttons or 
fasteners fitted, and the wrists hemmed; 
then the glove is finished. In the sewing a 
toothed vice or clamp is usé] ‘to reguiite the 
size. of the stitchés: Gloveworkers are aii- 
vided into three classes: Those who seam 
the fingers and put in the thumb are called 
the makers; those who hem the edges at 
the wrist, weiters, and those ‘who embroider 
the back, pointers. The average earnings 
of all classes are only $2 a day. In our 
country no less than $15,000,000 is invested 
in the glové industry, whic first settled in 
Gloversville, N, Y., in 1809. At this time 
the skins used were those of deer, received 
by traders in exchange for tin. Rough 
mittens were the first product of this set- 
tlement, and the first load of gloves that 
went to Boston was forwa™lai in 1823. 

In the history of dress the position of the 
glove is unique. There was a time when 
the glove was the emblem of confidence. 
Forming a part of the regal habit, it be- 
came a badge of rank. In the middle age, 
the ceremony of investitura in conferring 
dignities or bestowing lands 'was consum- 
mated by the giving of a glove. Likewise, 
the deprivation of gloves was a ceremony 
of degradation. Then, too, it was the cus- 
tom to give gloves in payment of rent, the 
gloves being accepted as a guarantee of a 
rétainer’s service, which was the chief con- 
dition of tenure. On the Scoth border the 
glove held a high place as a gage. Here a 
glove borne on the point of a lance pro- 
claimed an act of hostile intent, and the 
usual prelude to a quarrel. Throughout the 
history of dress they are found symbolical 
of pledges, gages, gifts or favors. Gloves 
also form part of burial rites, and were car- 
ried in funeral processions until the middle 
of the eighteenth century.

The work of securing the $10,000 for the 
State fair will be begun this morning. And 
no doubt whatever is entertained by those 
having the canvass in charge but that the 
full amount will have been subscribed 
when they meet next Monday to report. 

The canvassing coimmittees were ap- 
pointed yesterday ‘by the sub-committee, 
which wag called to meet for the purpose 
of transacting important business in refer- 
ence to the fair. Nearly all of the members 
were present when Chairman H. H. Caba- 
niss called the assemblage to order, the 
few absentees being such because of uan- 
avoidable reasons. 

Clark Howell made a short speech, in 
which he urged immediate and vigorous 
action. He explained that people who were 
called upon to subscribe would not be ask- 
ed to donate absolutely the amounts they 
saw fit to set opposite their names, but 
were only to pledge themselves to pay the 
sum in the event the receipts from the ex- 
hibition itself was insufficient to meet ex- 
penses. He thought that the $10,000 could 
easily be raised this week, and he insisted 
that if it was possible the committee should 
meet next Monday and report that the full 
amount had been secured. The executive 
committee of the agricultural society will 
assemble next Wednesday, and the matter 
of the fair must be settled by that time. 

The pledge which citizens are asked to 
sign is as follows: 

“SUBSCRIPTIONS TO GUARANTEE 
FUND: 


“We, the undersigned, supscribe the 
amounts set opposite our names to the 
Georgia State fair guarantee fund. This 
fund to be applied to necessary expenses 
and the payment of premiums authorized 
by the board of directors of the fair com- 
mittee. It being understood that gate re- 
ceipts and other monies received by the 
State Agricultural Society on account of 
fair to be held in Atlanta October i18th to 
November 4th, this year, shall be pledged 
for the repayment of Atlanta subscriptions 
to the State fair guarantee fund. 

“It is understood that subscriptions to 
the fund ghall be yable 25 per cent on 
d 2% per cent July i, 1899, and balance, 
if needed, on September 1, 1899, or as soon 
the ter as may be deemed necessary by 
the board of directors. Provided, however 
that no call shall be made for any part of 
our several subscriptions later than No- 
vember 15, 1899. 

“It is also understood and agreed that 
Mr. Paul Romare, Mr. T. B. Neal and Mr. 
J. W. English shall be appointed trustees 
of the State fair guarantee fund, to receive 
said fund as collected and hold same éub- 
ject to orders of the board of directors of 
the fair committee. Said trustees shall also 
receive and hold gate and other receipts 
of State fair subject to orders of board of 
directors.”’ 

The appointment of the canvassing com- 
mittees was then made. There was some 
discussion as to whether it would be most 
advisable to lay out the territory of the 
solicitors by streets, or by businesses. 
Finally, however, the decision to assign a 
committee to Whitehall and Peachtree 
streets, and a committee to visit the pro- 
prietors of each line of business in the city, 
was reached. .

“No violinist in recent years has visited 
this country with a reputation-nigher than 
that which preceded Willy Burmester” 
says The Musical Courier; ‘‘and none has 
ever better sustained such a high reputa- 
tion. Burmester’s playing since he arrived 
in this country ‘thas demonstrated beyond 
cavil that he is one of the world's greatest 
violinists. This position was long ago as- 
signed him by the Lest music eritics, and 
he has vindicated their wisdom. Mr. Burm- 
ester possesses every attribute of the great 
artist. His technic is unmatched; his mus- 
ical intelligence is bright; his musical taste 
is unexceptionable; his iffmgination is ar- 
dent and ‘his temperament that of the true 
artist. He possesses genuine passion, but 
no sickly sentimentality; an abundance of 
poetry, but none of that maudlin emotion- 
ality which, with the ignorant, passes for 
feeling.’” 

In criticising a recent appearance of Mr. 
Burmester, The Musical Courier says: 

“In a duo Ly Paganini for solo violin, the 
audience was fed to the full on the incredi- 
ble. Such skips, double notes, runs in oc- 
taves, glissandi, trills, scales, harmonies 
and pizzicati we never heard. It sounded 
like a quartet party in full swing. It was 
a marvelous display, albeit the weakness of 
the music, from a severe viewpoint. Mr. 
Burmester wes enthusiastically recalled.” 

Mrs. Bloomfleld-Zeis!er has been heard 
in Atlanta before, having appeared here at 
the Grand several weeks ago in a concert 
of the Atlanta Concert Association. She is 
a planist of extraordinary powers and her 
work alone would be worth the price of ad- 
mission. 

Following is a recent criticism on Mad- 
ame Bloomfield Zeisler’s work, from The 
Syracuse Herald, though she needs no in- 
troduction to Atlanta lovers of mysic; 

“In many respects Mrs. Fannie Bloom- 
fiel-Zeisler is a greater pianist than many 
of her distinguished male contemporaries. 
With that delicacy of touch that few men 
pianists attain, she combines a strength 
and virility that, for a woman, is quite re- 
markable. One cannot avoid astonishment 
at this apparently frail women’s wonderful 
power. 

“The numbers which Mrs. Zeisler present- 
ed last evening constituted a programme of 
great attractiveness. The two most nota- 
ble selections, aside from the Moszkowski 
number, which was superbly performed, 
were the Beethoven sonata, op. 57, and Schu- 
mann’s “Papillons,”” op. 2. “In the sonata 
Mrs. Zeisler exemplified what faithful study 
will do, a hundred little details of technic 
and phrasing proving the superiority of the 
artist. In the concluding movement of the 
sonata, the presto and the Liszt Tarantelle 
Mrs. Zefsler brought out her strongest 
points.’’

WILL SERVE THREE SENTENCES 


The Downfall of Commissary Sergeant 
James D. McPherson. 


Is CARRIED’ TO 8ST. AUGUSTINE 


He Is Charged with Larceny, Forgery 
and Desertion—Was Tried 
by Courtmartial, 


* 


A commissary sergeant of the United 
States army was brought to the city yes- 
terday morning handcuffed and was placed 
in a cell at the police barracks until last 
night, when he was taken to St. Augustine, 
where he will serve three sentences of one 
year each for larceny, forgery and deser- 
tion. 

The man was Sergeant James D. Mc- 
Pherson, and as he belonged to a family 
of some prominence in Illinoig and had 
been regarded as a soldier of exemplary 
character, the story of his downfall is an 
interesting one. 

Sergeant McPherson had charge of the 
commissary department at Huntsville, 
Ala. He began gambling, it is said, and 
this ran him heavily into debt. He bor- 
rowed from brother officers and they 
pressed him for the money. To cover his 
losses at the card table he sold govern- 
ment flour, and when he gaw that a dis- 
closure was near at hand he forged a paper 
for a furlough and skipped out to Chi- 
cago, 

At his trial he made a full confession 
with tears in his eyes and was sentenced 
to one year for the larcenry of the gov- 
ernment flour, one year for tne forgery 
of the furlough and one year tor the de- 
pertion, 

McPherson was ereatly humiliated by 
being carricd through the country with 
handcuffs about his wrists. He btgged 
Sergeant O. C, Bennett and the private 
who had him in charge to be more merci- 
ful, but they were afraid he might give 
them the slip. 

McPherson was taken out of the gclice 
barracks last night. The sergeant who had 
him under arrest was very particular about 
the handcuffs and fastened one cuff to 
the prisoner’s wrist and the other tu the 
wrist of the private. 

The prisoner was first doubly handcuffed 
by himself and then ordered to carry his 
valise. 

“I cannot carry the valise with hoth of 
my hands fastened,” he said. 

“Then we will leave your valise where it 
is,’ said the sergeant. 

The. private suggested that the prisoner 
be handcuffed to him so that he might have 
one hand free to hold the valise and this 
was done. 

The degraded commissary sergeant held 
his head upon his bréast when the guard 
went off with him. 

“I don’t mind being punished for the 
offenses I have committed,” he muttered 
“but I hate being dragged this way over 


the country, an object of scorn and ridicule 
to everybody.’’ 


DID NOT HAVE PARLOR RIFLE. 


Professor Gardner Corrects a Misstate- 


ment Regarding Accident to 
Young Harle. 

Professor Gardner, principal of the Don- 
aid Fraser school, in speaking of the acci- 
dent which happened to James W. Harle, 
said that the boy was not shot witha par- 
lor rifle, as stated, but” was shot with a 
toy air gun, and that the wound was not 
@ serious one, 

Professor Gardner said yesterday: 

“Young Harle was accidéntally shot in 
the eye by an air gun, inflicting a painful, 
but not serious, wound. The report caused 
a great deal of anxiety on the part of 
James Harle’s friends’ and did the school, 
the Donald Fraser, an unintentional injus- 
tice in asserting that the accident was 
caused by a parlor rifle. We do not allow 
the possession or use of any firearms what- 
ever among our boarding students.”’

THE PASSING THRONG. 


O. Rosendorf, of 57:Mangum street, At- 
lanta, who went to Cuba with the Third 
Georgia regiment, returned yesterday. He 
secyred his discharge @ week after the reg- 
iment arrived at Nuevitas, and left there 
on the 26th of January for the states. He 
embarked on a steamer to New York and 
came thence to Atlanta, 

“The boys are pleasantly situated in 
Cuba,’’ said Rosendorf, ‘‘so far as the camp 
itself is concerned, but they are having 
the dullest kind of a time. They are not 
in the city of Nuevitas itself, but camped 
in the hills beyond it. And what is worse, 
they are not allowed to go to town. 

“All that, however, in the face of what 
they passed through on their way to Cuba 
is & mere bagatelle. They wouldn't give 
us enough to eat-on the trip—a piece of 
canned beef and four or five hardtacks 
constituting a meal. And for two days— 
the last two days we were on the steamer— 
we did not have a drop of water to drink. 
The men almost perished with thirst while 
on the vessel in Nuevitas harbor, and 
in reach of fresh water. The officers of 
the command went ashore and enjoyed 


themselves during those two days, while- 
the privates were cooped up and left to 


suffer. The captain of the vessel finally 
gave us water procured from somewhere—I 
don’t know where—which would not have 
ordinarily been considered good, but which 
was mighty welcome. to us, I can tell you. 

“The canned beef fed to us was all right— 
as good as any I ever ate.” . 

There are only about 90 men in the 
regiment now. About 100 were ieft sick in 
Savannah and the balance discharged from 
time to time. |

Rosendorf, “are ecarcely allowed to leave 


ISPENCE STEPPED 


IN BOILING WATER 


Well Known Young Man Meets with 2 
Serious Accident. 


WAS BADLY SCALDED ON LEGS 


Accident Occurred at the Prudential 
Building Yesterday Afternoon. 


STEPPED INT@ AN EXHAUST CATCH BASIN 


Was Taken to His Home on the Boule- 
vard, Where His Wounds Were 
| Dressed by a Physician. 


James Spence, son of N. C. Spence, was 
badly scalded yesterday afternoon shortly 
before 2:30 o’clock at the Prudential build- 
ing. He was taken to his home, 251 Boule- 
vard, in the Grady hospital ambulance, 
where his wounds were dressed by Dr. C. 
E, Murphy. It is not thought his condition 
is precarious, although he is badly scalded, 
and it will be several weeks before he will 
be able to leave this bed. 

Mr, Spence is in the employ of the Carter 
Blectrical Company, which has the con- 
tract for placing electrical apparatus in the 
Prudential. The young man was stringing 
wires in the basement yesterday afternoon 
when the accident occurred. 

After placing wires in position on one 
side of the engine room he started for the 
other side of the room, but when half way 
across stepped into a catch basin, the top 
of which had been removed, leaving a hole 
in the floor. The large basin is used to 
catch the condensation’ from the exhaust. 
Naturally the water in it is very hot, being 
usually only a few degrees below the boil- 
ing point. 

The water reached above Mr. Spence’s 
knees. He was overcome at once by the 
pain, and would doubtless have fainted had 
not assistance been at hand. His cry for 
help was heard by the engineer and several 
others, and before he fell he was pulled out 
and laid upon the cement floor. 

The ambulance was summoned at once, 
and the engineer and others applied such 
soothing remedies as they thought would 
alleviate the pain. The physician in charge 
of the ambulance ascertained that the 
young man was not dangerously injured, 
and, as Mr. Spence made the request, de- 
cided to take him to his home. 

At the Spence residence Dr. Murphy at- 
tended to the wounds of the young man, 
and last night his condition was unchanged, 
although he was resting some. His agony, 
however, is terrible, and it is thought that 
it will be some time before he will again 
be able to resume his duties. 

Mr, Spence is well known in the city. He 
is the brother of Lawyer George C. Spence, 
and has been in the electrical business for 
some time. He was at one time connected 
with the electrical department of the At- 
lanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany, but abandoned this position to accept 
his’ present one.

Interesting Litigation in Johnsen Case 
7 Before Supreme Court. 


A FORTUNE IS AT STAKE 


Plaintiff’s Claim Is That He Is an 
Illegitimate Son. 


UNUSUAL CASE WATCHED WITH INTEREST 


Argument Was Concluded Yesterday 
’ Before Supreme Court and Decision 
Will Soon Be Announced. 


The case of F. B. Johnstone against C. C. 
Taliaferro, off Savannah, individually as 
trustee, in which the plaintiff claims that 
he is the illegitimate son of Mrs. Taliaferro, 
and is attempting to establish the fact that 
he is legally entitled to a child’s part of an 
estate amounting to $500,000, was argued 
before the supreme court of the state yes- 
‘terday morning. 

The case has attracted at its former 
hearings in the lower courts an immense 
amount of interest because of the peculiar 
allegations set forth by the plaintiff and 
for the reason that the disposition of a 
lerge estate will be settled finally by the 
decision of the coure. ‘The case was called 
in the eastern circuit yesterday morning 
and a large number of spectators were 
present, including many of the most prom- 
inent attorneys of the Savannah bar, to 
see the plaintiff, Johnstone, and listen to the 
argument in the interesting case. 

The litigation came before the supreme 
court on a demurrer and the argument was 
concluded yesterday afternoon. Johnstone 1s 
represented by Attorneys Burton Smith and 
Spencer Atkinson, of this city, and Mercer 
& Mercer, of Savannah. . The trustee, C. C. 
Taliaferro, is represented by Erwin, du- 
Bignon & Chisholm, of Savannah, and 
Saussy & Saussy, of that city. 

The circumstances of the case are regard- 
ed as possibly the most peculiar of any 
ever developed in a suit in the state, and 
interest in the outcome of the suit is not 
confined to the city of Savannah, put is 
generally feit over the state. 


How the Case Started. 

Young Johnstone was raised upin the Ba- 
ker family at Marietta, Ga., where he was 
kindly treated and cared for. ‘The first 
time the circumstances of Johnstone’s claim 
came to light was in the fall of 1897, when 
he came to this city, accompanied by his 
guardian, Mr. Baker, of Marietta, and 
stated his case to Attorney Burton Smith. 
The case was at once taken to the courts 
and Attorney Smith Associated with him 
in the matter Judge Spencer R. Atkinson. 

It is claimed that in 1853 a foundling was 
left on the docrstep of Mrs. Mary Marshall 
in Savannah, and that the kindly vilé@ tady 
accepted the charge withcut a murmur and 
brought the child up. 

The little girl who was thus left +o the 
care of a good woman was in later years 
married to the .son of Mr. Barclay, the 
British consul at Savannah. Mrs, Marshall 
had a child of her own, Marte Marshall, 
who, after the death of her mother, was left 
in the guardianship of Dr. Waring, of 
Savannah. 

Later to Marie Marshall a child was 
born. The plaintiff in the present sult avers 
he is that child grown to manhood. 

At the death of old Mrs. Marshall, her 
estate consisting of valuable real estate 
and other holdings, was left in trust to her 
daughter, Marie. 


Mother Afterwards Marries. 

In a short time Marie Marghall was mar- 
ried to C. C. Taliaferro, who, the attor- 
neys of Johnstone claim, cut him off: from 
his part in the estate-when the facts of his 
birth were made known. 

The wife of Mr. C. C. Taliaferro and al- 
leged mother of F, B. Johnstone died some 
time since, 

It has been the earnest effort of the attor- 
neys for the plaintiff to prove that al- 
though an illegitimate son, he is entitled 
to a child’s part of the estate, which 
amounts to over half a million dollars. Af- 
ter her marriage with Mr. Taliaferro, the 
alleged mother of Johnstone gave birth to 
several children, three of whom are living. 
The part of the estate that would come to 
young Johnson should he gain the suit 
would be over $125,000. 

Johnstone lived for several years af Mari- 
etta before anything was known of his esist- 
ence, so it is stated, but now seeks before 
the court to prove that he is the son of 
Marie Marshall and is entitled to a child’s 
part of the estate. 

The argument was concluded in the case 
yesterday afternoon, nearly the whole day 
being consumed in the hearing before the 
supreme court. The arguments of the law- 
yers on both sides were able and showed a 
careful study of the facts of the case. The 
argument of Attorney Burton Smith for 
young Johnstone was made _ yesterday 
morning. 

The decision of the court, which will in 
all probability settle the case, will be made 
in  th® near future and will be watched with 
interest, not only by the people of Savan- 
nah, but in nearly every city in the state.

It is said that 
one or two of the city inspectors will re- 
sign if their salaries arv cut. The depart- 
ment is spending more than ite appropria- 
tion every day, and something must be 
done {nm tie very near future or the work 
of the department will be severely cr’p- 
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“Judge Andy” positively made his fare- 
well appearance yesterday afternoon upon 
the forensic stage of police court matinees.

When his last decision was rendered and 
he closed the police docket as a sedled 
book that held the stories of a dead and 
buried past he arose and recited a few 
lines from Cataline’s banishment.

Lighting his pipe, Judge Andy talked a 
while of his experiences as a police court 
judge.

Of 
course, I have made mistakes. I have laid 
awake at nights and thought over some 
case and wondered if I had done a wrong. 
Faces have haunted me, and piteous ap- 
peals have wrung in :ny ears, and some- 
times I have permitted Mercy to undo the 
work that Justice had demanded. 

“IT have learned to believe in the evolu- 
tion of crime, and that brings me to re- 
mark that I expect to see many of my 
Police court acquaintances in the city 
criminal court. By evolution in crime I 
mean the growth of what I might call, 
in a scientific way, the moral germ of crim- 
inality. I have seen a small boy brought 
into the police court for throwing a rock 
or for fighting over a game of marbles, 
and later that same boy would appear for 
using a knife or for gambling, and finally, 
after he had got to be a youth, I would 
bind him over to the city court; and later 
still I would hear of him being in the 
penitentiary. The negro, Wade Hampton, 
is such an example of this evolution. Wade 
first appeared before me for a small street 
fight. Then he was caught stealing fruit; 
next he snatched a pocket book, and finally 
he was sent up for burglary; last scene 
in this eventfult evolution in crime, he was 
hanged for murder. | 

“There is only one serious difficulty in 
the way of a police court judge, and that 
is an effort to prevent his sympathy for 
human suffering to get the best of justice. 
Even the besotted drunkard will appeal to 
him, and then there are people who are 
too poar to pay fines, and parents paying 
for mean boys. Oh, I tell you, while a re- 
corder can throw in a little humor and 
a few jokes to sweeten the bitterness of 
the scenes or to lighten the shadows, yet 
there is much to depress and weigh upon 
one whose soul fs not steeled against hu- 
man woe and human misery.”’ 

Before he left the police barracks Judge 
Andy made ,2 few remarks to the police- 
men of the evening watch as they were 
preparing to go on duty. He said he wished 
it known that there was not a member 
of the entire foree for whom he did not 
have the kindliest of -feelings. 

“There may have been little discussions 
and differences of opinion between us at 
times,” he said, “but I am the friend of 
all the policemen of Atlanta, and I hope

The Chattahoochee river is on a boom. 
It has been rising at an alarming rate in 
the last two days. Yesterday afternoon it 
was nearly nineteen feet above level, and 
was rising rapidly. If the river continu's 
to swell the situation at the pumping sta- 
tion of the city waterworks may become 
serious. Be 

Superintendent Park Woodward, of the 
waterworks department, went to the sta- 
tion to inspect the river yesterday, and 
it is evident that he does not feel very 
comfortable over the outlook. He 3tates, 
however, that he does not fear any spe- 
cial danger to the city property in that 
vicinity. The Chattahoochee is treacherous, 
however, and there may be another siege 
of high water similar to the one that 
threatened to overfiow the pumping station 
last year. 

“While the water is rising every hour,” 
said Mr. Woodward, “we do not think the 
situation is threatening at present. The 
river will have to rise nine or ten feet 
yet before the dike is really in danger from 
an overflow. Whether it will do this or 
not of course remains to be seen. All the 
rivers in this section of the country seem 
to be on a boom as the resuit of the recent 
rains, and there is no telling what the 
Chattahoochee will do. There is no doubt 
that the dike at the pumping station ought 
to be raised. Were the water to overflow 
there, the damage to the. property of the 
city would be enormous. From the present 
condition of the water, however, I do not 
think there is any danger. Still, the water 
is rising.’’ ; 

Superintendent Woodward and other of- 
ficers of the water board will go to the 
river this morning, and in case the water 
threatens to overflow the dike, immediate 
steps will be taken to build it higher.

as acts of charity. He believes that charity 
often does more harm than good, but he is 
willing#to help those who are ready to helr 
themselves.

He was elected a director of the Young 
Men’s Library Association last year. He 
modestly disclaims all credit for enlisting 
Mr. Carnegie’s interest in Atlanta, but just 
the same, congratulations were showered 
upon him yesterday afternoon. It was 
through a private letter to the broad-mind- 
ed, generous millionaire that the latter first 
became interested in this matter, which 
means so much to the city and section. 

Atlanta is not the only city to profit by 
Andrew Carnegie’s munificence, since he has 
established libraries in eight other Amert- 
can and two foreign cities. Each of these 
liLraries was established with the direct 
understanding that the city to which the 
gift was made would support the library. 
This has been required in each instance. 

The story of why Mr. Carnegie is inter- 
ested in libraries and why he takes advan- 
tage of opportunities to establish public 
libraries in cities that are able to support 
them is an interesting one. 

He Is a native of Dunfermline, Scotland, 
and when ‘he was a small boy, a gentleman 
who possessed a large library was in the 
habit of throwing it open to the boys of 
his neighborhood eéVery afternoon. Along 
with a number of other boys, Mr. Carnegie 
was given the benefit-of this library and et 
that time so greatly did he appreciate the 
kindness of the owner of the library that he 
then and there determined that should he 
ever become wealthy he would establish one 
or more public libraries. 

When he Lecame possessed of vast wealth 
he at once began to establish libraries and 
the one in Atlanta will be the eleventh. 
The cities to which he ‘has given apprcepria- 
tions for public libraries are Pittsburg, 
Pa.; Allegheny Cliy, Pa.; Johnstown, Pa.; 
Homestead, Pa., Braddock, Pa.; Washing- 
ton, D. C.: Carnegie Hall, New York city; 


Edinburgh ati Dunfermline, Scotland. 

The amount of the gift to each of the 
different cities varied in size according to 
the size of the city. In almost each in- 
stance he has added to the sum and re- 
cently gave an additional $750,000 tc the 
Pittsburg gift. For the library in Wash- 
ington he donated $250,000. Whenever Mr. 
Carnegie makes a library gift it is on the 
condition that the city receiving the gift 
shall appropriate a certain sum each year 
for the maintenance of the hbrary which 
is to be erected. He has given millions of 
dollars to libraries and has carried into 
effect the determination of his boyhood bet- 
ter than he ever dreamed he would be able 
to do. 

Mr. Carnegie jis interested in the south 
and it is understood that he is pleased to 
be able to make a library gift to a southern 
city. 

Mr. Carnegie’s ‘Letter. 

The letter from the famous philanthropist 
to Mr. W. M. Kelley follows:

lanta. My Dear Mr. Kelley: In reply 
to yours just received, it will give me 
great pleasure to present Atlanta with 
$100,000 to build a free public library, pro- 
vided the city finds a site and agrees to 
maintain it at a cost of not less than 
$5,000 per year. I leave the subject to 
you, and will provide the money as you 
spend it, but everything connected with 
the matter must be attended to by the 
authorities of Atlanta.

SUSPENSION TILL RETIREMENT 


President Amends Sentence on Account 
of Mitigating Circumstances. 


MENTIONS EAGAN’S GALLANT SERVICE 


The Sentence of the Courtmartial Does 


Not Cut Off Commissary 
: General's Pay. 


Washington, February 7.—The president 
teday caused to be promulgaZged the sen- 
tence in the case of General Charles P. 


Eagan. 


The courtmartial sentence was dismissal 
from the army and the president has com- 
muted this to six “years suspension from 
duty,- which covers the remainder of the 
time prior to General Eagan’s retirement in 
January, 1905. 

The following is the text of the order of 
the president: 


“The accused, after a trial by a courtmar- 
tig] composed of officers of high rank and 
distinguished service, has Leen round guilty 
of conduct unworthy an officer holding a 
commission uf the United States and opnox- 
ious in the highest degree to the discipline 
and aaa order of the military estapiisa- 
ment. | 

“Such behavior is especially Goserving of 
condemnation in an officer holding high 
rank in the army and charged with tne per- 
formance of difficult and important admin- 
istrative duties in a time of great public 
emergency, and from whom, when suvpject- 
ed to adverse criticism, an unustal degree 
of restraint and constant and unfailing self- 
control are confidently expected. 

“The proceedings, findings and sentence 
in the case of Brigadier General Cha;cies P. 
Eagan, commissary general of subsistence 
of the United States army, is therefore ap- 

ved. In view, however, of his gallant 
conduct in battle, upon more than one oc- 
casion, which merited and ‘has received the 
warm commendation of his superiors, and 
of hf long and honorable record of service, 
existing over a period surpassing in dura- 
tion that usually allotted to a generation; 
having regard also to the mitigating cir- 
cumstances which were developed during 
the trial of the case, and in deference to the 
recommendation of clemency submitted in 
his behalf. the sentence imposed by the 
court is commuted to suspension from rank 
and duty for six years. 
ne “WILLIAM M'KINLEY. 

“February 7, 1899.” 

It was stated by the adjutant general that 
General Hagan’s suspension carries him to 
within a few days of his retirement under 
the age limit. He will be re-instated in 
time to retire with the regular rank and 
pay provided in such cases. 

The sentence of suspension, according to 
the legal offices of the department, does 
not deprive General Eagan of any part of 
his pay, but as the sentence reads “‘without 
rank and duty,” he loses his allowances, 
which include commutation of quarters, ra- 
tion and fuel, and his horse allowance, 


This is quite a large financial item. 
EAGAN’S PUNSHMENT IS MILD. 


Suspended from Work for Six Years 
with Full Pay. 

Washington, February 7.—(Special.)—A 
remarkable fact about the Eagan sentence 
as the president has mitigated it, is that 
while he is suspended he is on full pay. 
The only effect of such a sentence is that 
he is given a rest from work for six years, 
and then he goes regularly on the retired 
list. ft looks like a reward rather than a 


punishment.

3. That this proclamation be commun!- 
cated to the consuls and that congress 
order and accord a suspension of the 
constitutional guarantee, resulting from 
the declaration of war. 


Aguinaldo Pleads Unfairness. 

Aguinaldo’s proclamation of Monday says 

the outbreak of hostilities was ‘‘unjustly 
and unexpectedly provoked by the Ameri- 
cans,’ and refers to his manifesto of Jan- 
uary 8th publishing the alleged grievances 
of the Filipinos at the hands of the army 
of occupation and the constant outrages and 
taunts which have been causing misery to 
the Manilans and refers to ‘‘the useless 
conferences” and “‘contempt shown for the 
Filipino government” as proving a ‘‘pre- 
meditated transgression of justice and lib- 
erty.’’ ay . 
The rebel leader also refers to the former 
losses of the Filipinos, but says: ‘Slavery 
is bitter,’’ and calls upon them to ‘‘sacri- 
fice all upon the altar of honor and na- 
tional integrity.” 

He insists that he tried to avoid as far 
as possible an armed conflict, but claims 
that all his efforts ‘‘were useless before the 
unmeasured pride of the Americans,’’ whom 
he charges as having treated him as a 
rebel “‘because I defend the interests of 
my country and would not become the in- 
strument of their dastardly intentions.” 

Aguinaldo concludes with saying: “Be not 
discouraged. Our independence was water- 
ed freely by the blood of martyrs and more 
will be shed in the future to strengthen it. 
Remember: that efforts are not wasted 
that ends may be gained. It is indispensa- 
odle to adjust our actions to the rules of 
law and right and to learn to triumph over 
our enemiles.”’ 


AGUINALDO TO BE NOTIFIED. 


INSURGENTS WILL BE INFORMED 
BY OTIS OF RATIFICATION. 


President Confident That Insurgents 
Will Accept the News as End- 
ing Their Chances. 


Washington, February 7.—Instructions 
have been sent to Major General Otis today 
directing him to communicate to the insur- 
gents the information that the treaty of 
Paris ‘has been ratified by the senate and to 
continue his operations against them 6o as 
to promptly crush their revolt against 
American sovereignty. 

The cruiser Boston, which left Manila on 


Baltimore, carries with her instructions to 
Brigadier Gereral Miller to at once occupy 
lloilo with er without consent of the na- 
tives there. 7 

In adopting such a vigorous policy against 
the insurgents the president is actuated by 
a desire to bring to an end with all dis- 
patch the rebellious movement Aguinaldo 
has started against this government. 

It is the confident belief of the president 
that aS soon as Aguinaldo learns of the 
ratification of the treaty he will appreciate 
the futility of a conflict with the United 
States and will be willing to make terms of 
surrender. It is assumed that Agoncillo, 


who is in Montreal, has taken measures to 
inform Aguinaldo of the-action of the sen- 
ate, but General Otis will be ahead of 
him and will send the information into the 
insurgent lines without delay. 


OTIS CABLES WAR DEPARTMENT.

Kong, and it may be that their prevention 
will cause the traders in Hong Kong to 
move their wares to Chinese territory. 


LUNA GOES TO JOIN AGONCILLO. 


Gecretary of Aguinaldo’s Representa- 
tive Leaves New York Ill at Ease. 

New York, Februar 7.—Juan Jouna, pri- 
vate secretary of Secretary Lopez, of the 
Filininoa junta, in Washington, passed 
through this city this afternoon on his way 
to join Agoncillo, in Montreal. 

When Senor Luna was met at the Penn- 
sylvania station in Jersey City he was ap- 
parently very nervous and-ili at ease and 
avoided attenticn. He said: 


“Of course our position is a delicate one 
under the circumstances, and naturally 
causes Us some embarrassment. _We feel 
that it would be unwise to talk, even if 
there were anything to say; I will join 
Agoncillo in Montreal in the morning. I 
do not bear important dispatches for Agon- 
cillo and we have not heard from him in 
Washirgton since he left that city. We 
have no private means of communication. 
We all hope that there will be no more 
trouble and that an amictible settlement 
will be made, satisfactory to all.’’

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Oregon to fill a vacancy, which reduces the 
silver majority to fourteen. 

“Of those who voted for the Teller resolu- 
tions,’’ he goes on to say, “‘seven will proba- 
bly be succeeded on the fourth of March 
next by senators opposed to the unlimited 
coinage of silver,’”’ and he names Allen of 
Nebraska, Mitchell of Wisconsin, Murphy 
of New York, Roach of Nortg Dakota, 
Smith of New Jersey, Turpie of Indiaaa, 
and White of California as the seven. 

This, he points out, would leave the two 
sides equal in the new senate, with the di- 
‘viding vote in any similar test in the hands 
of the vice president. And the claims of 
the gold men that they have the senate gafe 
for a long time.to come does not, in the 
face of this analysis, pan out. 

Passing to the probabilities and possibili- 
ties of the elections of 1900, Senator Jones 
Says: 

This year an unusual proportion of bi- 
metailista, wne come from ciose states, 
have had their termg to expire. In 1900, 
however, all this will be evened up by 
a larger proportion of gold men retiring 
who come from close states. What is 
likely to be the condition’ of the senate 
in 1901 can ve easily seen. ‘The .ierms of 
thirty senators expire at that time. Of 
these thirty, eleven who are now friend- 
ly to silver may safely be counted as ab- 
solutely certain to be succeeded by sil- 
ver men. ‘These senators come from 
the following states: Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, Colorado, Georgia, Idaho, Missis- 
sippi, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Texas and Virginia. The fol- 
lowing states may be expected to elect 
gold men to succeed gold men at that 
time: Maine, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 

New Hampshire its now represented hy 
a silver man, whose term will expire in 
1991. ‘Much will depend in that state 
upon the personal larity of the 
present senator, Mr. Chandler, but if he 
should be succeeded by a gold man, 
Louisiana and Kentucky, now repre- 
sented by gold men, are certain to send 
two bimetallists tn their stead, leaving 
the advantage so far with the silver 


men. 

In two states—South Dakota and Dcli- 
aware—where we now have silver sen- 
ators, there will be contests,-and the 
most that can be clatmed by the gold 
men is that we are not positively cer- 
tain to. hold these states; becom oy fol- 
lowing states, now represented by gold 
men, di certainly not > claimed as sure 
to return a solid gold delegation, name- 
lv: lowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, 
NelLraska, New Jersey, Oregon. West 
Virginia and Wyoming. From all this it 
is perfectlv safe to assert. without fear 
of contradiction, that if the bimetallists 
succeed in electing the president in 1900, 
-thev will nnquestionably have a clear 
‘working majority -in the United States 


senate.

Naval Committee Is Following Recom- 
mendations of Secretary of Navy. 


Washington, February 7.—The naval com- 
mittee of the house today reached a con- 
clusion as to the important items. In all, 
twelve new war ships are agreed to and 
three more are under eonsideratioA. The 
committee has followed the recommenda- 
tions of the secretary of the navy and has 
passed gn the first, second and fourth 
classes of new ships recommended by him. 

These are: 

Three sea-going battleships of about 13,500 
tons displacement each, carrying the heavi- 
est armor and most powerful armament 
of vessels of their class, to cost. exclusive

THIRD GEORGIA AT 


PUERTO PRINCIPE 


J. A. Morrow Writes an Interesting Let- 
ter to The Constitution. 


EXCELLENT HEALTH IN CAMP 


Georgians Expected Some Lively Skir- 
mishing on the Trocha. 


‘PERMANENT CAMP IS NOW AT LOS MINAS 


He Says Mail Facilities Are Very Poor. 
Much Speculation Over Who Are 
To Fill Vacancies. 


A letter’ received by The Constitution 
from J. A. Morrow, who is with the Third 
Georgia regiment now at Puerto Principe, 
Cuba, states that the regiment is in excel- 
lent condition and the men are greatly en- 
joying their experiences on the island. 

Mr. Morrow states that the regiment was 
about to be sent into the interior of the 
island to the trocha and subdue some of the 
lawless Cuban element still extant there, 
but says that the orders were rescinded and 
instead the regiment was ordered to Los 
Minas, near Puerto Principe. 

‘He also writes that the reason Captain 
Baker resigned his commission in. the army 
was that he is incapacitated for service in 
the army. He gives as Captain Burr’s rea- 
Son for resigning that his business inter 
ests in the states demand his attention. 

The letter is a very interesting one and 
brings much good news from the Georgia 
boys. It fs as follows: | 
“INuevita, Cuba, January 31, 1899.—Happy 
is the soldier with a letter from home. The 
verity of this assertion was abundantly at- 
tested on last Friday, when the first mail 
from home was distributed in the camp of 
the Third Georgia. More than a thousand 
happy hearts and bright faces answered to 
the afternoon roll call on that diy. <A 
steamer from Havana was the carrier of 
this gladdening cargo and when it sigralec 
from its anchorage in the harbor that 
there was mail aboard the rejoicing in the 
camp of the Georgians was a sincere miani- 
festation of the devotion and interest felt 
for the home left behind. To one vrac- 
quainted with army life it was especially 
impressive and pleasing. 

“The regiment is still delighted with its 
Cuban service. Save for a touch of home- 
sickness which now and then causes the 
soldiers to grow pensive and look wistfully 
back to Georgia beyond the blue, their ecn- 
tent is perfect. The weather is ideal, the 
days Leing balmy and bright and the nights 
Just cool enough to be refreshing. The 
camp environments are exceedingiy pleas- 
ant and the comradeship in the regiment is 
most excellent. Everything moves elong 
with absolute harmony and better ceeléiers 


of Georgia now encamped on one »? the 
grand hills that. overshadow quaint little 
Nuevitas. 

“General, Carpenter, who commands this 
brigade, has signified his favoraole cpinion 
of the Georgia regiment in various ways 
since its arrival here and has won the hbie‘h- 
est respect and esteem of the Georgians. 
He it was who in respose to the wishes of 
Colonel Berner and his command tried to 
have the regiment sent to the trocha, be- 
tween Jucaro and Morten, where it was Le- 
lieved some service of more than ordinary 
Interest might be had. It Was reported that 
the Trocha railroad had beén seized by a 
band of armed Cubans and there was the 
possibility of a brush or two in the task 
of removing them. This appeaied strongly 
to the soldierly spfrit of the Georgians and 
they were eager to start fur the trocha. 
But there was disappointment in store for 
them. . Orders were issued which named 
Puerto Principe as their Gestination sand 
now these have been changed and the regi- 
ment is to go into permanent camp at Los 
Minas, a small place half-way between 
Nuevitas and Puerto Principe. Six com- 
panies left yesterday for the sew camp and 
the others are preparing to go tomorrow. . 
The move fs being made by spec‘al trains 
over the Nuevitas and Puerto Principe rail- 
road. The equipment of this “zrand trunk 
Ifne’’ consists of two dilapidated engines of 
ancient pattern and build and about two 
score of cars of various kinds and condi- 
tions. It is forty-five miles in length and 
the fare for the whole distance is $3 in gold. 
But not a few of the Georgians will gladly 
pay it for the privilege of visiting Puerto 
Principe, a city of about 40,000 population 
and possessing many features of attractive- 
ness. 

“Los Minas, the new place of -ncamp- 
ment, is reported to be a very healthful 
spot with elevated ground and plenty of ex- 
cellent water. There are several large su- 
gar plantations in the vicinity of Los Minas 
which, despite the demoralization caused 
by the recent years of war and pillage, are 
in fairly good shape and are Leing operated 
now with great energy. Two of the largest 
belong to Major Sanchez, whose feelings to- 
ward America were so strong that he nam- 
ed one “The Congress”’ and the other “The 
Senate.”” The rich old Cuban lives on one 
of the plantations in a home that is as pa- 
latial as many of the finest residences of the 
states. He is reputed to be a man of su- 
perfor culture and thoroughly famillar with 
the language and affairs of the Americans. 

“There have been two recignations since 
the regiment arrived in Cuba. Captain A. 
J. Burr, of cOmpany B, and Captain Amos 
Baker, of company E, are the resigning 
officers. The resignations were handed in 
last Friday and the war department at 
Washington was telegraphed for {mmediate 
acceptance. No response has yet been fe- 
celved. These resignations do not signify 
that there exists any dissatisfaction over 
the conditions here. They are based on 
reasons which have no bearing on the ser- 
vice, Captain Baker is physically inca- 
pacitated for active seryice and hag felt for 
some time that it was his duty to himself 
and his country to resign. He handed in 
his resignation while at Savannah, but was 
persuaded to withdraw it until the regiment 
should come to Cuba. Now he feels that he 
should retire. Captain Burr has received 
advices which convince him that his busi 
ness interests at home require his attention. 
As to their successors, there is much guess- 
ing. There are favorites, of course, but no 
One pretends to know who will win out. 
Among those who are mentioned as posst- 
bilities for the two captainecies are Lieu- 
tenants Kimbrough, Marbut. Crook, Eliott 
and Land. Governor Candler must settle 
the matter and whatever may be his dect- 
sion there will be none to question his 
judgment.

He urged that the exercises be held be- 
tween the Ist and 10th of next May, as by 
that time the Kentucky monument would 
be completed, and it was desirable, ‘the 
thought, to hold the exercises for both 
states on the same or immediately succeed- 
ing days. 

No programme was arranged at the con- 
ference with Governor Candler, that being 
left to the Georgia committee, in whose 
hands the monument has been placed. 

It is certain, however, the exercises will 
be such as to attract great attention and 


could not be found than these brave sons | draw a large number of visitors to the 


park on that occasion. 
Governor Candler will take a prominent 
part in the exercises of the day, ang will 


| be accompanied to the national park by the 


members of his staff. He will tn all proba- 
bility deliver an address on the occasion, 
and dt is. understood that other prominent 
Georgians will be called on to figure prom- 
inently in the exercises. 


After all that has been said on the sub- 
ject of cotton to the farmers of the state 
by Commissioner of Agriculture Stevens and 
others in the state, Commissioner Stevens 
stated yesterday that he feared an unusu- 
ally large crop of the staple this year.

will present a solid white surface next 
fall, and, While the state for that reason 
might put up a pretty appearance, it is 
certain that the overflow of cotton will mean 
increased low prices and hardship for the 
farming element. 


An application has been made to the 
secretary of state for a charter for the 
Adairsville bank, to be located at Adairs- 
ville, Ga. The petition was presented yes- 
terday afternoon, and set forth the fact 
that the new bank will have a capital of 
$25,000, $15,000 of which has aiready been 
subscribed. The applicants for the bank 
charter are H. M. Veach, R. L. McCullum 
and N. C. Anderson, of Adairsville. The 
charter will be granted at the expiration 
of four weeks. 


One hundred and one acres of land were 
granted to Leander Butler, of Camden 
county, by the secretary of state yesterday 
afternoon, application having been made 
for the grant several days ago. The lands 
of Camden county are fast becoming the 
property of private persons, and little is 
left of several] thousand acres that knew no 
owner a few years ago.

Tennessee River Is Flooded and Water 
Expected To Go Higher. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., February 7.—Heavy 
rains have prevailed throughout east Ten- 
nessee for the past four or five days, caus- 

ing a freshet in the Tennessee river. 

The water stands tonight at thirty-five 
feet on the government gauge,‘ and is ex- 
pected to reach forty feet before the present 
flood runs out. At this pomt the low lands 
are inundated at thirty-three feet, but no 
danger to property or damage to mills or 
manufacturing concerns will be cone under 
forty-two or forty-three feet. 

No damage has been done along the river 
at any point with the exception of one or 
two log rafts that have been Droken up near 
the mouth of the Hiwassee, a tributary of 
the Tennessee river.

Weather in Portion of the West Worst 


Experienced in Recent Years, 


Denver, Col., February 7.—The cold wave 
continues unabated. The minimum teimper- 
ature at the weather station !n this city 
during the past twenty-four hours was 22 
degrees below zero. At 7 o’clock thig mein- 
ing the temperature was 2 below at 
Pueblo. 

it is estimated that 6,000 sheep in south- 
ern Colorado are dying of cold and hynger. 
Many flocks have been abandoned by the 
herders. 

“Another twenty-four hours of weather 
such as has been sweeping over Wyoming 
since February Ist and 50 per cent of the 
eattle of Wyoming will be dead,” said 
Frank Hunter today. “The winter is 
without exception the worst that has ever 
been experienced in that part of the coun- 
try. There is not a shrub or bunch of 
grass visible between this city and western 
Wyoming along the railroad and it would 
be almost impossible for the cattle to. find 
anything to eat even if the weather was 
warm enough to excite them to sach an 
attempt. Even should the weather i{m- 
rove immediately and.the enow clear off 
so that the cattle can get something to eat 
the loss will be almost incaleylable, as 
thousands of cattle are down already. 
course, my information is only regardi 
the cattle along the allroad line, but { 
is h'ghly probable that the eame condition 
exists all over the state.” 

In eastern Colorado, so far as possible, 
range cattle are being fed, but if the cold 
weather continues. much longer the svpply 
of feed will be exhausted.
